plant today still bore a diamond ring 
which, hod belonged to B. R. Dodgo, 
night superintendent. A largo party 
of workmen. Beached the ruins for 
bodies and undertakers followed with 
baaltots. No hopo was hold out that 
anything but parts of bodies would bo 
found.
